14 price freeze. For long-term 
leases it is the average level of 
new leases or renewals for 
similar units signed before the 
freeze. 


For both types of rentals the 


Price Commission will allow a 
virtually automatic increase of 


2.5 per cent a year to cover 
operating costs such as labor, 
electricity, gas, fuel and in- 
terest. However, this increase 
may not in any case be higher 
than 2.5 per cent, even if costs 
are greater. 


Landlords also are entitled to 


pass along dollar for dollar any 
increase in state or local 
property taxes, government fees 
or levies, or increases in 
charges for municipal services 
except for gas and electricity.

The guidelines are the first in 


a series of minimum standards 
to be set for convenience foods. 


The voluntary FDA stan- 


dards, scheduled to take effect 
m 60 days, set minimum levels 
of protein, vitamin A, vitamin 
B1, vitamin B2, niacin and iron, 
and call for a minimum of 340 
calories in each serving of the 


precooked meais. 


The federal agency said each 


dinner should contain at least a 
source of protein from meat,, 
poultry, fish or cheese; a 
vegetable; and potatoes or a 
cereal-based product such as 
rice. 


Food 
manufacturers who 


follow the standards would be 
allowed to label their products 
as meeting federal nutritional 
guidelines. 


The 
guidelines 
were 


established with the aid of the 
National Academy of Sciences.

On Things That Really Matter 


There appears to be something of a controversy over the way 


textbooks used in the California schools deal with minority groups 
such as Blacks, Mexicans and Indians, and the objection is 
probably well founded. But in the reporting of it some foolishness 
was dragged in about the Anglo-American, middle class Dick and 
Jane readers. 


The Dick and Jane books weren't any great shucks as reading 


matter. They seemed pretty silly even to the youngsters. But to 
assert they were discriminatory is to go a long way to find 
something to protest. What would the complainers have? A minor 
league of nations? And if only one typical family is to be portrayed, 
why not a middle class Anglo-American family? 


Minority groups in the United States have plenty to complain 


about, plenty that is a lot more important than whether the central 
characters in an idiotic piece of schoolbook fiction is identifiable 
with the members of each of the various groups in the United States 
melting pot. Probably few did actually complain about the 
unlamented Dick and Jane books on that ground, but some of the 
complaints seem almost as wide of the mark. On the other hand, 
not enough is being done fast enough about things that really 
matter. 


It doesn't matter so much what the exact ratio of Blacks to 


Whites is in schools and the various trades. But it is important that 
Blacks can attend any school that would be available to Whites, and 
that they can enter any trade on an equal basis with Whites. It is 
right that history books should be corrected to portray past events 
and conditions as they were, but it is not as important as making 
sure that Blacks have opportunity equal to that of everyone else in 
gaining information and skills that will enable them to gain as 
many advantages as anyone else from the world's fund of 
knowledge. And the same applies to the other minorities. 


It is true that the effects of past discrimination linger on, that 


not as high a proportion of the children of parents whose 
achievements were small will make important contributions as will 
those of persons who had greater advantages. But just improving 
opportunities will not work magic. We can do a little prodding and 
offer a lot of encouragement to help those behind catch up. But the 
most important thing we can do is to assure equal opportunity to 
gain the tangible things that go to make life satisfying. The 
minority groups can supply the values of mind and spirit them- 
selves. 


Perhaps we can have a dusky hued Dick and Jane, and maybe 


even a dog with no white spots. But by that time it will all be a 
matter of little concern.

WASHINGTON — In a stern, 


private memo to his 
staff, 


Senator Hubert Humphrey has 
turned down suggestions that he 
strike back at Lyndon Johnson 
who, in his memoirs, sometimes 
made himself look good at the 
expense of his former Vice 
President.

a review of LBJ's memoirs. 
Some staff members urged him 
to use this device to set the 
record straight and tell how his 
advice on Vietnam was ignored 
by Johnson.

aides only. 


"It has been suggested that 


such a review," he said, "would 
give me an opportunity to 
criticize the book, particularly 
on Vietnam, and in that fashion 
win some political friends.

realize there can only be one 
official voice in the Executive 
Branch. It is the President's, not 
the Vice President's. 


"I will not now be party to any

Johnson. . . I insist

everybody associated with me 
understand my point of view on 
the subject of Lyndon Johnson. 
This point of view is to be 
strictly adhered to regardless of 
political consequences." 


CHINESE PUZZLE 


Our cloak-and-dagger boys in 


Hong Kong have come up with 
additional evidence that Lin 
Piao, the missing 
Chinese 


defense minister and heir ap- 
parent, died in a plane crash 
after attempting to assassinate 
Mao Tse-tung. 


The episode was triggered, 


reportedly, by Mao's move to 
bring the army back under 


party control. 


In the course of restoring 


order after the Red Guard 
rampages of the 1960s, military 
men had moved 
into key 


positions. But Mao sought to 
restrain them by citing one of 
his oracular sayings. 


"The party commands the 


gun," he decreed. "The gun 
must never be allowed to 
command the party." The ailing 
Lin Piao, perhaps egged on by 
his military underlings, is said 
to have resisted. 


Painstakingly, our Hong Kong 


hawkshaws have put together 
the pieces in the great Chinese 
puzzle. Here's the picture that 
has emerged: 


Last August, Mao returned 


from a visit to South China by 
train. Lin Piao, knowing Mao's 
itinerary 
would take him 


through Shanghai and Wuhsi, 
arranged an assassination at- 
tempt in Shanghai. It failed. 


Lin then planned to blow up a 


bridge in Wuhsi to wreck Mao's 
train. This, too, failed. Mao left 
his train at Wuhsi and hurried to 
Peking, arriving there on Sept. 
12.He ordered the immediate 
arrest of Gen. Huang Yung- 
sheng, the Army Chief of Staff, 
Gen. Wu Fa-shien, the Air Force 
Commander; Gen. Li Tso-peng, 
the navy political commissar; 


and Gen. Chiu Hu-tso, the 
deputy chief of staff. 


Mao gave them 10 days to 


confess. 


Meanwhile, Lin had been 


preparing to flee to Russia on 
September 13. He apparently got 
wind of the arrests and took off 
earlier on September 12 from 
Haipien airfield in a British - 
built Trident jet airliner. 


Mao gave orders, according to 


one report, for the Air Force not 
to pursue 
Lin's 
plane. 
It 


crashed, nevertheless, in the 
Wenteukhhan area of Mongolia. 


On September 24, the arrested 


military leaders were sum- 
marily removed from 
office, 


and special "case groups" were 
dispatched to the 
various 


regions to investigate and purge 
other disloyal officers. 


As for old Mao, he came up 


with another proverb. "The 
enemy is nothing to fear," he 
recited sadly. "What hurt me 
most was the arrow fired by my 
ally and his smiling face after I 
was wounded." 


Footnote: This account of 


Lin's disappearance comes 
from informants who are con- 
sidered reliable. It should be 
kept in mind, however, that the 
Chinese are masters at planting 
tidbits of information in such a 
way that they can be pieced 
together to form a wholly 
erroneous picture. 
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Campaign To Cut Down Savings Criticized

The savings and loan people 


are getting a bit irritated by 
suggestions 
from 
the 
ad- 


ministration, economists and 
retailers that business con- 
ditions might improve if people 
saved less and spent more. 


Behind those suggestions is 


the assumption that if 
the 


consumer reduces his rate of 
savings he will pump billions of 
dollars into the economy. In- 
stead, the savings rate remains 
close to 8 per cent. 


That 
percentage, 
which 


relates 
to 
the 
amount of 


takehome pay — after taxes, 
that is — is unusually high. In 
1960, for example, it was less 


than 5 per cent, and as recently 
as 1969 it was at a more "nor- 
mal" 6 per cent. 


If that rate comes down, 


business goes up, some people 
assume. 
And that 
is -what 


bothers the U.S. Savings and 
Loan League. It contends that 
such thinking is too simplistic. 
"There's been so much concern 
in recent months about the need 
from more consumer spending 
— and less saving — that it's 
easy to believe that money in 
savings accounts 
simply 
is 


locked in vaults, where it does 
no good," the league comments. 


"The fact that the money you 


put in your savings account does 
as much for tn6 economy as 
money spent directly for con- 


sumer goods and services." 


Savings and loan associations, 


it reminds us, fuel the housing 
boom as well as assist in com- 
mercial 
and 
industrial 


developments, churches, 
shopping 
centers, 
urban 


renewal projects and hotels. 


One corollary to the rise in 


savings 
during 1971 was a 


tendency 
of 
households 
to 


redeem 
their 
mutual 
fund 


shares, and some of that money 
seems to have gone into savings 
accounts. 


It may be difficult to prove 


this contention, but it does seem 
reasonable 
that in times • of 


economic uncertainty, such as 
in 1971, small investors would 
look for safety rather 
than 


equity — and almost nothing is 
safer than the bank. 


Nevertheless, the Investment 


Company 
Institute, 
which 


represents most of the large 
mutual funds, feels that the 
relative disfavor into which 
their 
product has fallen is 


temporary. 


"Next year," it says, "it is 


estimated that the rate of 
savings will decline somewhat, 
and the composition of savings 
will change. 


"In 1972, for example, the net 


increase in savings deposits is 
forecast to rise more slowly than 
this year, while new money 
flows into mutual funds un- 
doubtedly will be significantly 
larger."

Devaluation Of Dollar Defeat Or Victory ? 
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Was the agreement to devalue 


the American dollar a defeat for 
the United States, as Moscow 
claims, or was it a victory, a 
view that some people in 
Washington appear willing to 
promote? 


The answer lies somewhere in 


a jungle of fact, dogma and 
assumption that characterizes 
each position. But if it's ever 
found the discoverer will soon 
realize he has the answer to a 
relatively meaningless question. 


Rather than being a war 


either won or lost, devaluation 
must be seen as part of an 
always changing relationship 
among nations. The relationship 
is not static; 
it is always 


evolving. 


For a while, however, the 


nation's of the trading world 
attempted to say that things 
were really the same, had been 
since 1944 when the Bretton 
Woods Agreement was reached, 
and would continue so for years 
more. 


They adhered, that is, to a 


system of currency ratios in the 
1970s that was based on a world 
that was just emerging from 
World War II. The world has 
changed in that time more than 
it changed in centuries past. 


Devaluation is a recognition of 


a reality that was always there 
but 
which 
some 
nations 


recognized only in fragments, 
choosing only what was ac- 
ceptable. Being made up of 
people, nations act like people. 


In 1944 the United States was 


the world's dominant economy. 
It still is the biggest, strongest 
economy, 
but 
it 
hardly 


dominates in the same way. 
Japan and Germany, among 
others, can outsell it in certain 
areas. Russia is expected to 
become a larger trade force. 
And 
China 
also 
may 
be 


emerging. 


It was natural back in 1944 


that the other currency ratios be 
tied to the dollar, because the 
dollar at that time was the only 
anchor to hitch to. It was 
stability in a stormy world 
economy. 


As conditions changed, so did 


the attitude of nations. As 
economies varied in growth the 
strength of their currencies 
changed. This change in value 
they recognized by devaluations 
mainly and rarely through 
revaluations. 


The U. S. dollar was the peg, 


however, and there was great 


fear about changing the peg. 
The world had had enough of 
chaos, and while trading nations 
knew the dollar too would have 
to change they hoped to wish 
away the day. 


One nation after another, 


France especially, has devalued 
since 1944, one result of this 
being that the officially un- 
changed dollar was really 
overvalued. 


An overvalued currency is at a 


competitive disadvantage; an 
undervalued currency permits 
goods to be sold more com- 
petitively abroad while limiting 
the competitiveness of foreign 
goods. 


Adding to the deterioration in 


exchange rates was the con- 
tinued attitude of some strong 
economies to retain barriers to 
U. S. goods that were erected 
when they were down and out 
and needed protection. 


American domestic policy 


furthered the decline of the 
dollar's power, permitting in- 
flation to get out ot hand. If the 
United States had avoided or 
contained inflation the day of 
reality would have been further 
postponed. 


That attempt was made. Some 


nations demanded that the 


United States get its house in 
order. The way to restore dollar 
value, they said, was for the 
United States to eliminate in- 
flation from its economy. 


This sounded logical enough, 


because it would indeed mean a 
sounder dollar. But it might also 
mean recession. Belt-tightening 
means less spending which 
means fewer jobs which means 
domestic discontent. 


If inflation were the only 


cause then the demands of 
competing 
foreign traders 


might have been more ac- 
ceptable. 
But 
the 
many 


devaluations 
and 
few 


revaluations — the most im- 
portant by Germany — were 
factors. And so were those trade 
barriers. 


The United States decided to 


recognize reality. It pulled the 
peg. It demanded fairer trade 
relations. It declined to accept 
the recession 
alternative. It 


foresook paternalism. 


Some might say the country 


reneged on its agreement to be 
the 
peg 
on 
which 
other 


currencies based their values. 
But that peg took some hefty 
tugs from other countries before 
it gave way.

Organic Garden Controls

Intcrplanting is an excellent 


organic method of pest control 
in the garden. 


The system is, simply, a 


matter of arranging plants to 
good advantage. 


Rose growers Jackson and 


Perkins 
report 
that 
garlic 


planted 
near 
roses 
guards 


against blaekspot, mildew and 
aphids. No aesthetic harm will 
come from this combination. 
Geraniums planted among roses 
or grapes are effective to ward 
off Japanese beetles. Parsley 
near roses keeps away rose 
beetles. 


Marigolds 
planted 
where 


nematodes and eelworms are 
found or suspected in the soil 
will bo to good advantage, since 
they have proven toxic to soil 
worms. So are calendula, salvia 
and 
dahlias, 
according 
to 


Gi game Gardening Maga/.ine. 


For 
aphid 
control 
plant 


corriandcr and anise, annual 
herbs, 
or 
tansy 
and 
rue 


perennial herbs, near roses. 


Pyrethrum, or painted daisy, 


and Feverfew C. Parthenium 
help with general bug control, 
and basil in a border or potted on 
a patio or terrace helps control 
flics. 


Hot pepper scattered near 


bushes repels dogs and will 
discourage chewing insects. We 
suggest you combine pepper 
with a wetting agent to help it 
cling to plant leaves. Grind 
several pods in a blender or 
otherwise, add an equal amount 
ot water, and a teaspoon ot dish- 
washing detergent. The latter 
will hold the insect to the plant. 


For spider mite control, mix 


one-half cup of buttermilk with 
four cups of wheat flour and five 
gallons of water. The mites stick 
to the foliage and die as the 
spray dries. 


Brown 
sugar 
and 
tartar 


emetic is an old-fashioned pest 


control. The sugar 
attracts 


insects; the emetic causes in- 
ternal disturbance. Stale beer 
will lure snails and slugs into 
bottles where they are trapped. 
A pan with a bit of beer will 
drown them or get them so 
drunk they can't crawl out. 


Aphids also may be controlled 


with 
lights 
and 
colors. 


Aluminum foil which reflects 
the 
sky's 
ultra-violet 
rays, 


confuses aphids, causing them 
to move to something greener. 
The aphid, we are told, orients 
itself to the sky, taking off 
toward it and landing away from 
it. Disoriented aphids crash into 
the foil, They are supposed to 
think it is the sky.

months ago, Kingsley said, local 


fees for abortions averaged $450 
and ran as high as $700. 


"Private charges now are as 


low as $250 total cost," he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Food and Drug Administration

The voluntary FDA stan ­ 
dards, scheduled to take effect 
in 60 days, set minimum levels 
of protein, vitamin A, vitamin 
Bl, vitamin B2, macin and iron, 
and call for a minimum of 340 
calories in each serving of the 


precooked mea is. 
The federal agency said each 
dinner should contain at least a 
source of protein from meat, 
poultry, fish or cheese;

vegetable; and potatoes or a 
cereal-based product such as 
rice.

m anufacturers 
who 
follow the standards would be 
allowed to label their products 
as meeting federal nutritional 
guidelines. 


The 
guidelines

established with the aid of the 
National Academy of Sciences.

On Things That Really Matter 


There appears to be something of a controversy over the way 
textbooks used in the California schools deal with minority groups 
such as Blacks, Mexicans and Indians, and the objection is 
probably well founded But in the reporting of it some foolishness 
was dragged in about the Anglo-American, middle class Dick and 
Jane readers. 


The Dick and Jane books weren’t any great shucks as reading 
m atter. They seemed pretty silly even to the youngsters. But to 
assert they were discriminatory is to go a long way to find 
something to protest What would the complainers have? A minor 
league of nations? And if only one typical family is to be portrayed, 
why not a middle class Anglo-American family? 


Minority groups in the United States have plenty to complain 
about, plenty that is a lot more im portant than whether the central 
characters in an idiotic piece of schoolbook fiction is identifiable 
with the members of each of the various groups in the United States 
melting pot. Probably few did actually complain about the 
unlamented Dick and Jane books on that ground, but some of the 
complaints seem almost as wide of the mark. On the other hand, 
not enough is being done fast enough about things that really 
m atter. 


It doesn’t m atter so much what the exact ratio of Blacks to 
Whites is in schools and the various trades. But it is important that 
Blacks can attend any school that would be available to Whites, and 
that they can enter any trade on an equal basis with Whites. It is 
right that history books should be corrected to portray past events 
and conditions as they were, but it is not as im portant as making 
sure that Blacks have opportunity equal to that of everyone else in 
gaining information and skills that will enable them to gain as 
many advantages as anyone else from the world’s fund of 
knowledge. And the sam e applies to the other minorities. 


It is true that the effects of past discrimination linger on, that 
not as high a proportion of the children of parents whose 
achievements were small will make important contributions as will 
those of persons who had greater advantages. But just improving 
opportunities will not work magic. We can do a little prodding and 
offer a lot of encouragement to help those behind catch up. But the 
most important thing we can do is to assure equal opportunity to 
gain the tangible things that go to make life satisfying. The 
minority groups can supply the values of mind and spirit them ­ 
selves. 


Perhaps we can have a dusky hued Dick and Jane, and maybe 
even a dog with no white spots. But by that time it will all be a 
m atter of little concern.

“Lyndon Johnson has been my 
friend for more than 20 years.

together when he was majority 
leader. He helped me become 
majority whip. 
“Muriel and I have been close 
to him and to Lady Bird. He 
selected 
me 
as 
his 
Vice

President, and he helped me in 
my 
cam paign 
for

presidency. 
“There are always those who 
try to get me to publicize our 
differences on Vietnam. I can’t 
see what good that will do the 
country. He read my memos and 
listened to my point of view. He 
had no obligation or respon­ 
sibility to follow my judgment. 
“ He was the President, and 
surely those who know anything 
about our 
government 
must 
realize there can only be one 
official voice in the Executive 
Branch. It is the President’s, not 
the Vice President’s.

everybody associated with me 
understand my point of view on 
the subject of Lyndon Johnson.

But Mao sought to 
restrain them by citing one of 
his oracular sayings. 


“The party commands the 
gun,” he decreed. “The gun 
m ust never be allowed to 
command the party.” The ailing 
Lin Piao, perhaps egged on by 
his military underlings, is said 
to have resisted. 
Painstakingly, our Hong Kong 
hawkshaws have put together 
the pieces in the great Chinese 
puzzle. Here’s the picture that 
has emerged: 
Last August, Mao returned 
from a visit to South China by 
train. Lin Piao, knowing Mao’s 
itin erary 
would 
take 
him 
through Shanghai and Wuhsi, 
arranged an assassination at­ 
tempt in Shanghai. It failed. 


Lin then planned to blow up a 
bridge in Wuhsi to wreck Mao’s 
train. This, too, failed. Mao left 
his train at Wuhsi and hurried to 
Peking, arriving there on Sept. 
12 . 
He ordered the immediate 
arrest of Gen. Huang Yung- 
sheng, the Army Chief of Staff; 
Gen. Wu Fa-shien, the Air Force 
Commander; Gen. Li Tso-peng, 
the navy political commissar; 


and Gen. Chiu Hu-tso, the 
deputy chief of staff. 
Mao gave them 10 days to 
confess. 
M eanwhile, Lin had been 
preparing to flee to Russia on 
September 13. He apparently got 
wind of the arrests and took off 
earlier on Septem ber 12 from 
Haipien airfield in a British - 
built Trident jet airliner. 
Mao gave orders, according to 
one report, for the Air Force not 
to 
pursue 
L in’s 
plane. 
It 
crashed, nevertheless, in the 
Wenteukhhan area of Mongolia. 
On September 24, the arrested 
m ilitary lead ers w ere sum ­ 
m arily removed from office, 
and special “ case groups” were 
dispatched 
to 
the 
various 
regions to investigate and purge 
other disloyal officers. 
As for old Mao, he came up 
with 
another 
proverb. 
“The 
enemy is nothing to fear,” he 
recited sadly. “What hurt me 
most was the arrow fired by my 
ally and his smiling face after I 
was wounded.”

Campaign To Cut Down Savings Criticized

The savings and loan people 
are getting a bit irritated by 
suggestions 
from 
the 
ad­ 
ministration, 
economists 
and 
retailers 
that 
business 
con­ 
ditions might improve if people 
saved less and spent more. 
Behind those suggestions is 
the 
assumption 
that 
if 
the 
consumer reduces his rate of 
savings he will pump billions of 
dollars into the economy. In­ 
stead, the savings rate remains 
close to 8 per cent. 
That 
percentage, 
which 
relates 
to 
the 
amount 
of 
takehome pay — after taxes, 
that is — is unusually high. In 
1960, for example, it was less 


than 5 per cent, and as recently 
as 1969 it was at a more “ nor­ 
m al” 6 per cent. 
If that rate comes down, 
business goes up, some people 
assume. 
And 
that 
is * what 
bothers the U.S. Savings and 
Loan League. It contends that 
such thinking is too simplistic. 
“There’s been so much concern 
in recent months about the need 
from more consumer spending 
— and less saving — that it’s 
easy to believe that money in 
savings 
accounts 
simply 
is 
locked in vaults, where it does 
no good,” the league comments. 
“The fact that the money you 
put in your savings account does 
as much for the economy as 
money spent directly for con­ 


sum er goods and services.” 
Savings and loan associations, 
it reminds us, fuel the housing 
boom as well as assist in com­ 
mercial 
and 
industrial 
developments, churches, 
shopping 
centers, 
urban 
renewal projects and hotels. 
One corollary to the rise in 
savings 
during 
1971 
was 
a 
tendency 
of 
households 
to 
redeem 
their 
mutual 
fund 
shares, and some of that money 
seems to have gone into savings 
accounts. 
It may be difficult to prove 
this contention, but it does seem 
reasonable that 
in times of 
economic uncertainty, such as 
in 1971, sm all investors would 
look for safety 
rather 
than 


equity — and alm ost nothing is 
safer than the bank. 
Nevertheless, the Investment 
Company 
Institute, 
which 
represents most of the large 
mutual lands, feels that the 
relative disfavor 
into which 
their 
product 
has 
fallen 
is 
temporary. 
“Next year,” it says, “ it is 
estimated 
that 
the 
rate 
of 
savings will decline somewhat, 
and the composition of savings 
will change. 
“ In 1972, for example, the net 
increase in savings deposits is 
forecast to rise more slowly than 
this year, while new money 
flows into m utual funds un­ 
doubtedly will be significantly 
larger.” 


Devaluation 
Of Dollar Defeat Or Victory? 


Was the agreem ent to devalue 
the American dollar a defeat for 
the United States, as Moscow 
claims, or was it a victory, a 
view 
th a t som e 
people 
in 
Washington appear willing to 
promote? 
The answer lies somewhere in 
a jungle of fact, dogma and 
assumption that characterizes 
each position. But if it’s ever 
found the discoverer will soon 
realize he has the answer to a 
relatively meaningless question. 
Rather than being a 
war 
either won or lost, devaluation 
must be seen as part of an 
always changing 
relationship 
among nations. The relationship 
is 
not static; 
it 
is 
always 
evolving. 
For a while, however, the 
nation’s of the trading world 
attempted to say that things 
were really the same, had been 
since 1944 when the Bretton 
Woods Agreement was reached, 
and would continue so for years 
more. 
They adhered, that is, to a 
system of currency ratios in the 
1970s that was based on a world 
that was just emerging from 
World War II. The world has 
changed in that time more than 
it changed in centuries past. 


Devaluation is a recognition of 
a reality that was always there 
but 
w hich 
som e 
nations 
recognized only in fragm ents, 
choosing only what was ac­ 
ceptable. Being made up of 
people, nations act like people. 


In 1944 the United States was 
the world’s dominant economy. 
It still is the biggest, strongest 
econom y, 
but 
it 
hardly 
dominates in the sam e way. 
Japan and Germany, among 
others, can outsell it in certain 
areas. Russia is expected to 
become a larger trade force. 
And 
China 
also 
m ay 
be 
emerging. 
It was natural back in 1944 
that the other currency ratios be 
tied to the dollar, because the 
dollar at that time was the only 
anchor to hitch to. 
It 
was 
stability 
in a stormy world 
economy. 


As conditions changed, so did 
the 
attitude 
of 
nations. 
As 
economies varied in growth the 
strength 
of 
their 
currencies 
changed. This change in value 
they recognized by devaluations 
m ainly and rarely through 
revaluations. 
The U. S. dollar was the peg, 
however, and there was great 


fear about changing the peg. 
The world had had enough of 
chaos, and while trading nations 
knew the dollar too would have 
to change they hoped to wish 
away the day. 
One nation afte r another, 
France especially, has devalued 
since 1944, one result of this 
being that the officially un­ 
changed d ollar was 
really 
overvalued. 
An overvalued currency is at a 
competitive disadvantage; 
an 
undervalued currency perm its 
goods to be sold more com­ 
petitively abroad while limiting 
the competitiveness of foreign 
goods. 
Adding to the deterioration in 
exchange rates was the con­ 
tinued attitude of some strong 
economies to retain barriers to 
U. S. goods that were erected 
when they were down and out 
and needed protection. 
A m erican dom estic policy 
furthered the decline of the 
dollar’s power, permitting in­ 
flation to get out ot hand. If the 
United States had avoided or 
contained inflation the day of 
reality would have been further 
postponed. 

Some 
nations dem anded that the 
Organic Garden Controls

Interplanting is an excellent 
organic method of pest control 
in the garden. 
The system 
is, 
simply, 
a 
matter of arranging plants to 
good advantage. 
Rose growers Jackson and 
Perkins 
report 
that 
garlic 
planted 
near 
roses 
guards 
against blackspot, mildew and 
aphids. No aesthetic harm will 
come from this combination. 
Geraniums planted among roses 
or grapes are effective to ward 
off Japanese beetles. Parsley 
near roses keeps away rose 
beetles. 


Marigolds 
planted 
where 
nematodes and eelworms are 
found or suspected in the soil 
will be to good advantage, since 
they have proven toxic to soil 
worms. So are calendula, salvia 
and 
dahlias, 
according 
to 
Organic Gardening Magazine. 
For 
aphid 
control 
plant 


corriander and anise, annual 
herbs, 
or 
tansy 
and 
rue 
perennial herbs, near roses. 
Pyrethrum , or painted daisy, 
and Feverfew C. Parthenium 
help with general bug control, 
and basil in a border or potted on 
a patio or terrace helps control 
flies. 
Hot pepper scattered near 
bushes repels dogs and will 
discourage chewing insects. We 
suggest you combine pepper 
with a wetting agent to help it 
cling to plant leaves. Grind 
several pods in a blender or 
otherwise, add an equal amount 
of water, and a teaspoon of dish­ 
washing detergent. The latter 
will hold the insect to the plant. 


For spider mite control, mix 
one-half cup of buttermilk with 
four cups of wheat flour and five 
gallons of water. The mites stick 
to the foliage and die as the 
spray dries. 
Brown 
sugar 
and 
tartar 
emetic is an old-fashioned pest 


control. 
The 
sugar 
attracts 
insects; the emetic causes in­ 
ternal disturbance. Stale beer 
will lure snails and slugs into 
bottles where they are trapped. 
A pan with a bit of beer will 
drown them or get them so 
drunk they can’t crawl out. 
Aphids also may be controlled 
with 
lights 
and 
colors.

A country of 75 million or 
m ore, poverty-stricken and 
loaded with economic, social, 
military, police and who knows 
what other problems, it needs 
help desperately. 
Many Americans are willing 
to help, and perhaps their help 
may be accepted on a private 
basis. But dispatches say that 
leaders of the new regime, as of 
now, scorn help from the U. S. 
g o v e r n m e n t 
b e c a u s e 
Washington is viewed as having 
supported the West Pakistani 
regime in the conflict. 
This limits Bangla’s opinions. 
India 
has 
trouble 
enough 
governing and feeding her own 
560 million people. The only 
other direction for Bangla 
leaders to look

Moscow. And this, in turn, would 
throw Bangla Desh into the 
middle of an Asian cold war in

Marked Relief In 
New State Tax Law 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 


new California tax law provides 
marked relief for low-income 
elderly citizens who own their 
own homes. 


The law requires thai: filing for 


refunds on the 1971-72 tax year 
be accomplished between May 
16,1972 and Oct. 15,1972 with the 
State Franchise Tax Board. In 
future years the amount will be 
deducted from the tax bill. 


Where the old law covered the 


first $5,000 of assessed value — 
approximately $20,000 market 
value — the new law covers the 
first $7,500 of assessed value — 
about $30,000 market value.

65 with 


household income below $3,350, 


the new law permits household 
income of up to $10,000 and 
permits refunds at age 62.

Dr. Malcolm A. Bagshaw, 


chief of radiotherapy at Stan- 
ford Medical Center here, said 
Tuesday that tiny electric 
particles called pions, could 
eventually provide more ef- 
ficient cancer treatment than 
the X rays and gamma rays now 
widely used. 


Under construction at Stan- 


ford is a $5 million linear ac- 
celerator and related equipment 
that will draw out the negative 
electric pions from the center of 


an atom and beam them into 
cancer cells, thus destroying the 
diseased cells. 


If experiments with the 500- 


foot atom smasher— linear 
accelerator — are successful, 
Bagshaw said he hopes that 
smaller clinical models could be 
built for $1.5 to $2 million. 


"It wouldn't be all that ex- 


pensive," said Bagshaw, who 
explained that one clinical 
accelerator could service four 
patient -treatment 
machines, 


bringing the cost per unit down 
to about the same as for x-ray 
and gamma machines, whose 
particles exist independent of 
atoms.

Today's The First 
Day Of Winter; 
Days Get Longer 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Today is the first day of winter 


when the daylight hours begin to 
get longer and the sun is closer 
to the earth than on any other 
day of the year. 


Cliinatologists call 
it 
the 


beginning of the astronomical 
season — or winter solstice — 
but advise that the truly wintry 
weather will not follow 
for 


several weeks. 


"In 
some 
ways 
it's 


paradoxical," says a spokesman 


He explains that during the 


winter season, known for its 
coldness, the sun actually comes 
2 million miles closer to the 
earth than in the 
summer 


months. 
The ' beginning 
of 
the 


astronomical winter marks the 
day when the sun has the lowest 
noon elevation over all areas of 
the northern hemisphere. 


The winter solstice does not 


always hit on Dec. 22, but varies 
slightly because of leap years 
and because the solar year is not 
exactly 365 days long. 


Next year it will be on Dec. 21 


and that date will mark the start 
of winter for all but three of the 
next 14 years. The three ex- 
ceptions mark the day at Dec. 
22The changing seasons are 
caused by the changing position 
of the earth in relation to the 
sun 
Astronomers 
can 
tell 


exactly from the earth's motion 
around the sun when one season 
ends and the next one begins. 


Because 
weather 
cannot 


change instantly, the beginning 
of winter coldness usually does 
not follow until mid-January. 


Although 
today 
has 
less 


daylight than any other day of 
the year it is not necessarily the 
day with the latest sunrise and 
the earliest sunset. In the middle 
latitude areas the earliest sunset 
usually is around Dec. 8 and the 
latest sunrise .usually is around 
Jan. 4. 


Forecasters predicted today 


that mild temperatures and fair 
skies would dominate much of 
the nation.

Legislative Summary 


Marked Relief In 
New State 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 
new California tax law provides 
marked relief for low-income 
elderly citizens who own their 
own homes. 
The law requires that filing for 
refunds on the 1971-72 tax year 
be accomplished between May 
16,1972 and Oct. 15,1972 with the 
State Franchise Tax Board. In 
future years the amount will be 
deducted from the tax bill. 
Where the old law covered the 
first $5,000 of assessed value — 
approximately $20,000 market 
value — the new law covers the 
first $7,500 of assessed value — 
about $30,000 market value. 
And where previous law 
permitted refunds only for 
persons over age 65 with 
household income below $3,350,

STANFORD (AP) — A 
scientist hopes that the 
prototype of a new radiotherapy 
machine for cancer treatment 
will be ready for animal tests in 
about a year. 
Dr. Malcolm A. Bagshaw, 
chief of radiotherapy at Stan­ 
ford Medical Center here, said 
Tuesday that tiny electric 
particles called pions, could 
eventually provide more ef­ 
ficient cancer treatment than 
the X rays and gamma rays now 
widely used. 
Under construction at Stan­ 
ford is a $5 million linear ac­ 
celerator and related equipment 
that will draw out the negative 
electric pions from the center of 


an atom and beam them into 
cancer cells, thus destroying the 
diseased cells. 
If experiments with the 500- 
foot atom sm asher— linear 
accelerator — are successful, 
Bagshaw said he hopes that 
smaller clinical models could be 
built for $1.5 to $2 million. 
“It wouldn’t be all that ex­ 
pensive,” said Bagshaw, who 
explained that one clinical 
accelerator could service four 
patient -treatment machines, 
bringing the cost per unit down 
to about the same as for x-ray 
and gamma machines, whose 
particles exist independent of 
atoms. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
White House looked back over 
1971 today and pointed to its new 
China policy, the continued 
winding down of the Vietnam 
war and the movement toward 
international economic reforms 
as its major foreign policy 
achievements during the year. 
In releasing a year-end review 
on the status of administration 
policy, White House aide Her­ 
bert Klein said 1971 “was a 
highly significant year, a year 
that set trends for the next 10 to 
15 years, a year of changes bold 
and strong.” 
The 30-page position paper 
naturally stressed what the 
administration figures to be its 
strong points. It was described 
by another presidential aide, 


Clark MacGregor, as “ an 
honest, 
put-your-best-foot- 
forward piece.” 
There 
were, 
however, 
a c k n o w l e d g m e n t s 
by 
MacGregor and Klein in a 
briefing with reporters that 1971 
saw some goals unattained in 
foreign policy, even some losses.

Days Get Longer

Today is the first day of winter 
when the daylight hours begin to 
get longer and the sun is closer 
to the earth than on any other 
day of the year. 
Climatologists 
call 
it 
the 
beginning of the astronomical 
season — or winter solstice — 
but advise that the truly wintry 
weather will not follow for 
several weeks. 
“In 
some 
ways 
it’s 
paradoxical,” says a spokesman 
He explains that during the 
winter season, known for its 
coldness, the sun actually comes 
2 million miles closer to the 
earth than in the 
summer 
months. 
The ’ beginning 
of 
the 
astronomical winter marks the 
day when the sun has the lowest 
noon elevation over all areas of 
the northern hemisphere. 
The winter solstice does not 
always hit on Dec. 22, but varies 
slightly because of leap years 
and because the solar year is not 
exactly 365 days long. 
Next year it will be on Dec. 21 
and that date will mark the start 
of winter for all but three of the 
next 14 years. The three ex­ 
ceptions mark the day at Dec. 
22. 
The changing seasons are 
caused by the changing position 
of the earth in relation to the 
sun. 
Astronomers 
can 
tell 
exactly from the earth’s motion 
around the sun when one season 
ends and the next one begins. 
Because 
weather 
cannot 
change instantly, the beginning 
of winter coldness usually does 
not follow until mid-January. 
Although 
today 
has 
less 
daylight than any other day of 
the year it is not necessarily the 
day with the latest sunrise and 
the earliest sunset. In the middle 
latitude areas the earliest sunset 
usually is around Dec. 8 and the 
latest sunrise .usually is around 
Jan. 4. 
Forecasters predicted today 
that mild temperatures and fair 
skies would dominate much of 
the nation.

United States, giant that it is, 
finds itself in a curious alliance 
with tiny Sierra Leone, Malawi 
and a half-dozen other countries 
on one world issue.

Jamaica, Liberia and Nigeria, 
are the only nations left in the 
world without a commitment to 
adopt the metric system of 
weights and measures. 


Sen. Claiborne Pell, D-R.L, 


says the United States may soon 
leave the ranks of the hold-outs. 


"The question is no longer, 


shall we go metric. The question 
is how we shall go metric," said 
Pell, 
who 
is sponsoring a 


metrication 
bill 
and urging 


Congress to reconsider what it 
refused to do 180 years ago. 


Some hearings have been held 


and 
others 
are 
planned, 


probably in February. Mean- 
while, 
the administration is 


considering proposing its own 
bill, and Commerce Secretary 
Maurice H. Stans has endorsed 
the change. 


The switch to metric would 


involve measuring distance in 
kilometers instead of miles, 
weight, in kilograms instead of 
pounds, and volume in liters 
instead of quarts. 


No one disagrees that con- 


version would produce con- 
fusion, inconvenience and in 
some cases, loss of money, but 
foreign trade difficulties offer a 
strong argument for change. 


With 
a 
metric 
system, 


American products could be 
designed and sold more easily to 
metric market countries which 
overwhelmingly dominate any 
economic chart. 


The system itself is more 


logical than the existing U.S^ 
measures of length, area and 
volume because, 
unlike the 


present system, all are based on 
the number 10. 


Some sectors of the U.b. 


society, 
especially 
science, 


already use metric measure. 


Pell's legislation would allow 


10 years for conversion. 


The first step would be a

P rice Commission will allow a 
virtually autom atic in jre a se of 
2.5 per cent a year to cover 
operating costs such as labor, 
electricity, gas, fuel and in­ 
terest.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States, giant that it is, 
finds itself in a curious alliance 
with tiny S ierra Leone, Malawi 
and a half-dozen other countries 
on one world issue. 
Those 
three, 
along 
with 
Ceylon, 
G am bia, 
G uyana, 
Jam aica, Liberia and Nigeria, 
are the only nations left in the 
world w ithout a com m itm ent to 
adopt the m etric system 
of 
weights and m easures. 


Sen. Claiborne Pell, D-R.I., 
says the United States may soon 
leave the ranks of the hold-outs. 
“ The question is no longer, 
shall we go m etric. The question 
is how we shall go m etric,” said 
Pell, 
who 
is 
sponsoring 
a 
m etrication 
bill 
and 
urging 
Congress to reconsider w hat it 
refused to do 180 years ago. 


Some hearings have been held 
and 
others 
are 
planned, 
probably in February. M ean­ 
while, 
the 
adm inistration 
is 
considering proposing its own 
bill, and C om m erce Secretary 
M aurice H. Stans has endorsed 
the change. 
The sw itch to m etric would 
involve m easuring distance in 
kilom eters 
instead 
of 
m iles, 
weight in kilogram s instead of 
pounds, and volume in liters 
instead of quarts. 
No one disagrees that con­ 
version 
would 
produce 
con­ 
fusion, 
inconvenience and 
in 
some cases, loss of money, but 
foreign trade difficulties offer a 
strong argum ent for change. 


With 
a 
m etric 
system , 
A m erican products could be 
designed and sold m ore easily to 
m etric m arket countries which 
overwhelm ingly dom inate any 
economic chart. 
The system itself is m ore 
logical than the existing U.S. 
m easures of length, are a and 
volume 
because, 
unlike 
the 
present system , all are based on 
the num ber 10. 
Some 
sectors 
of 
the 
U.S. 
society, 
especially 
science, 
already use m etric m easure. 
P ell’s legislation would allow 
10 years for conversion. 
The first step would be a 
resolution 
com m itting 
the 
nation 
and 
setting 
up 
a 
m etrication board which would 
prod step-by-step change. 
Although opposition has not 
yet crystallized, som e argue 
against m etrication on grounds 
it 
would 
cost 
$100 
billion. 
Proponents 
see 
this 
as 
un­ 
founded speculation. 
Such com panies as Ford, John 
Deere, and Honeywell, which 
have som e m etric experience, 
have reported the costs are 
running less than expected.

plenty of historical precedence.
